Mariposa, November 2, 1856. 

The undersigned, has just been put in 
possession of a circular addressed to the 
Democrats of Mariposa County, appended 
to which, are certain statements made by

Watch the Polls ! 

Let every American watch the polls, 
on the day of election, and see that no 
illegal votes are cast. There have been 
many persons heretofore, who were not 
qualified electors, permitted to vote, be¬ 
cause no one questioned their right. In 
cases of doubt, challenge, and require the 
voter to swear. Some assume the right 
to vote because they have done so before, 
others because they have served in the 
Army or Navy of the United States. 
Without a foreigner has received his nat¬ 
uralization papers, he cannot legally vote 
in this State for any public officer. In 
some of the North Western States, Statu- 
tarv laws prevail, authorizing a foreigner 
after a short residence, to vote for the 
state and County ticket. No such Statute 
exists in California. Another question 
of some difficulty to determine, «ill be, 
who are Californians, under the treaty 
with Mexico? No Mission, or other In¬ 
dian, as a matter of course, has a right to 
vote—hut how much white blood mu.-t an 
Indian have in his veins, if a native of 
California, to entitle him to a vote? A 
safe rule to adopt would he, that when¬ 
ever one is so dark that his testimony 
would not be admi-sable in a Court of 
justice, to exclude his ballot. Attention 
to this subject will prevent many an ille¬ 
gal vote from being cast on the 4th.

ELECTION LAW- 

ARTICLE IV. 

Of Opening the Polls; of Voting and 

Challenge. 

Sec. 22. At all elections the polls shall 
be opened at eight o'clock in the morn¬ 
ing, and shall continue open until sunset, 
at which time the judges shall close the 
polls: Provided, that the judges of the 
election may take a recess of one hour at 
any time they may think proper, during 
the day, before three o'clock in the after¬ 
noon. 

Sec. 23. The board of judges, before 
they commence receiving ballots, shall 
cause it to he proclaimed aloud at the 
place of voting, that the polls are opened. 

Sec. 24. The voting shall be by ballot. 
The ballot shall be a paper ticket contain¬ 
ing the names of the persons for whom 
the elector intends to vote, and designa¬ 
ting the office to which each person so 
named is intended by him to be chosen. 

Sec. 25. Whenever any person offers 
to vote, the inspector shall pronounce his 
name in an audible voice, and if there he 
no objection to the qualification of such 
person as an elector, shall receive his 
ballot, and in the presence of the other 
judges put the same, without being open¬ 
ed or examined, into the ballot box. 

Sec. 26. The name of each elector 
whose ballot has been thus received, shall 
be immediately entered by each clerk, in 
the column of his poll list, headed “names 
of voters,” numbering each name in the 
additional column, as it is taken down, so 
that it may he seen at any time whether 
the two li.-ts agree.

giv--n to charge. With three loud cheers 
and the wildest enthusiasm, the Rifles 
ran down the .-lope, followed steadily by 
the remainder of the forces. The enemy, 
unable to resi-t such a vigorous attack, 
fled in every direction. Almost every 
house was full of the enemy. They were 
driven steadily back from one to the other 
untill they were at length all in the large 
plaza. The howitzers threw shell into 
the hou-i s, and the soldiers rushed in 
and took possession. They thus lought 
all day. The enemy were lying dead in 
all directions, but. wonderful to relate, wo 
lost only two men, and one of these was 
killed by being so close to the enemy, 
that the bursting of one of our own 
bombs took effect upon him. 

Of thi: Font owing Day.—A bout mid¬ 
night, Gen. Walker received intelligence 
that a larg" body of the enemy we re mov¬ 
ing out of Masaya toward Granada. At 
three o’clock, on the morning of the 13th, 
the American soldiers started in pursuit. 
But they were not overtaken until they 
had entered Granada. 

It appears that a- soon as Gen. Belloso, 
a San Salva iorian, who is Commander-in- 
Chi-. f of the Allies, heard of Gen. TT alk- 
er’s approach, he dispatched by a differ¬ 
ent road, about six hundred men to attack 
Granada. There were only about ono 
hundred and fifty Americans in Granada, 
and these, under Brig. Gen. Irv, heid the 
city and fought against this great odds for 
twenty-one hours. 

There were, unfortunately, some mer¬ 
chants and missionaries here, who refused 
to take u i rrms, supposing that a flag of 
their co ntry would afford them protec¬ 
tion, but when the enemy found they 
could not enter the plaza, they went 
around to the houses of those persons, 
and murdered them in a shocking manner. 

Among those who lost their lives was a 
Mr. Wheel -r, who had been sent here to 
distribute Bibles, by the Bible Society of 
New York, the Rev. Mr. Ferguson, and a 
Mr. Lawless, who had boen a merchant 
here for some years. t 

Early on the morning of the 13th, Gen. 
Walker and command arrived at Grenada. 
Thev then rushed into the city, attacking 
the places in which the enemy had forti¬ 
fied themselves, and in less than three 
quarters of an hour the- whole opposing 
forces were seeking for safety by hiding 
in the bushes, and endeavoring to escape 
from the city by every available source.
